DETIilLS OF HIS 


Boise, Idaho, June 7.—The cross ex- 


amination of Harry Orchard, leading 
witness against William D. Haywood, 
has been carried down to the dyna- 
miting of the Vindicator mine at Crip- 
ple Creek, Col., in September, 190-1. 
and its progress indicates, that it will 
consume much more time than the di- 
rect examination. After protest from 
Orchard against, the speed of Attor- 
ney Richardson's quesiinning, which 
he said cut 
off his answers, and a 


wrangle between counsel on the sub- 
ject, the cross-examination of 
the 


witness as to his experiences In the 
Coeur D'Alene country was resumed. 


Foundation for Disproof. 


The defense laid the foundation for 


a showing that Orchard was not at 
AVardner the day the Bunker Hill nnd 
Sullivan mill was blown up and then 
passed on to the life of Orchard in 
18M, 1900 and 1901. 
The 
witness 


owned up to a lot of gambling at 
which he repeatedly lost his earnings. 


The defense showed that until after 


he went to Cripple Creek In the au- 
tumn of 1902 Orchard 
had 
never 


known Haywood, Moyer, Pettibone or 
Simpkins. The witness confessed that 
he stole ore and powder from the Vin- 
dicator mine. 


They Deprecated Violence. 


The witness testified that he heard 


Moyer and Haywood deliver speeches 
at Cripple Creek after the strike of 
1903 began, protesting against any vio- 
lence by the uniou men. 


Attorney Richardson sought to show, 


that Orchard had suggested blowing 
up t'..e powder in the Vindicator mine 
and while the witness admitted that 
he told W. F. Davis of the existence 
of the powder and that the idea of set- 
ting it off had come to him, he swore 
that Davis first suggested the act. 


Orchard identified William Eastfcly, 


who, at the call of Mr. Richardson 
came from the back of the court room, 
as the man who had aided him' in the 
experiments that led to making the 
bpmb finally used in the Vindicator 
mine. 


•Orchard admitted that while he was 


in the Idaho mining country he became 
quite a gambler, playing poker most 
of the time.

Oolumbus Croy Shot Down at Shirley 


City By Men Discovered Burglar- 


izing Faulkner's Saloon 


Indianapolis. Juno 7.—Fred 
C. 


Boltz, of Fort Wayne, was found 
guilty In the federal court today of 
receiving stolen postage stamps and 
was sentenced to tho penitentiary for 
three years and fined $100. 


Tho sentence o£ the court provides 


for hard labor at the Fort Leaven- 
worth prison, 
Tho jury 
reported 


guilty on three counts and not guilty 
on one count. 


Motion for New Trial Overruled. 


Before 
Judge Anderson 
passed 


sentence on tho defendant, John W. 
Karn, one of the attorneys for the 
defense, said ho desired to niako a 
motion for a new trial. . 


Judge Anderson 
said he wouK 


overrule the motion; that tho de- 
fendant had had a fair trial, anc 
that the defense had been allowed 
to introduce evidence that was ir 
relevant as the court wished to gtv< 
Boltz every opportunity to show hi: 
innocence. 


The judge added that he did no 


see how the jury could have brough 
in any verdict except guilty. 


Judge Scores Boltz. 


The judge referred to the various 


things shown by the evidence during 
the trial and said that "if it were 
not for such semi-respectable njen as 
this 
defendant,' postoffice ' robbers 


would have to rob for nothing. It is 
necessary" he added, "that some 
such man should stand In with them 
in order that they may dispose of 


their booty." 


The judge asked Boltz if he had 


anything to say before sentence was 
passed and tho defendant said that 
the story he had told on the witness 


land in his own defense was tru» 
ud that ho was innocent. 


Calls Boltz a. Perjurer. 


Tho judge responded that ho did 


lot believe Boltz, but that he did be- 
ievo Boltz had perjured himself on 
ho witness stand. 


Continuing, tho court said that ha 


was at a loss to know what sort o£ 
case would demand the extreme pen- 
alty If this case did not, as it had 
been shown that tho defendant had 
jeen guilty of repeated offenses. 


Tho law provides that the penalty, 


may not bo moro than five years Im- 
prisonment or a fine of not morw 
than 55,000 or both. 


The judge said, however, that In 


view of the fact that Boltz Is 59 
years old ho would make tho Im- 
prisonment three years and the fins 
5100. 


Boltz was placed on trial here 


Wednesday and the taking of tes- 
timony was concluded at noon yes- 
terday. Tho jury did not report un- 
til this forenoon. 


Boltz will probably bo taken to 


Fort Leavenworth at once to begin 
his term in the federal prison.

who called everybody in the village 
within twenty minutes after the mur- 
der had been done, the thieves, got 
away, leaving behind them absolute- 
ly no 'clew that will be of any value 
in solving the mystery surrounding 
the deed. 


The Fatal Wound. 


Two shots were fired and one of 


the balls struck Croy two inches to 
,he left and an inch below the right 
nipple, passing entirely through his 
borly and emerging 
under the left 


shoulder blade. 
No 
attempt, was 


made to ascertain its course, 
but 


Torn the fact that death ensued in a 
tew minutes it is thought to have 
penetrated the heart sac. 


The presence of the burglars was 


iliscovered by Mrs. William L. Wear- 
ier, whose husband keeps a butcher 
shop next door to the saloon of Jo- 
seph F. Faulkner, in which they were 
operating. Her story of the affair is 
as follows: ' 


"I heard a noise that woke me up 


about 1 o'clock and called my hus- 
band. He said I was crazy and told 
me to go to 
sleep. T was always

Saw Flashes: Heard Reports. 


"I watched out. of a window 
nnd 


pretty soon 1 saw two flashes and 
heard two reports 
that seemed to 


come from a window at the sHe of 
the saloon. 
This was the one the 


men went in at. 
My husband railed 


up Falkner and he and his wife came 
over and as they came in the side 
way one of them said somebody was 
lying by the side of the pavement 
richt. wpst, of thp Shirley City Enter- 
tainer office. 
We all went out, there 


and found poor Mr. Croy's body. 
I 


did -not see him 
before 
the shots 


were fired." 


Mr. Wearley said: "After my wife 


with him. I saw him go by and didn't 
see him again until we found his 
body, but I saw iho reflection of the 
flashes of the two shots in the win- 
dows across the street." 


Doctor Found Life Extinct. 


Dr. A. P. Belts was summoned but 


oy the time he reached Croy's body 
life was extinct. 
After firing the 


shots the burglars made no haste 
about getting away as they were slill 
in the saloon when Faulkner arrived, 
although be had to get up and dress 
and walk three or four blocks. When 
Sheriff Jesse Grice and Deputy Hu- 
guenard arrived they found that, no 
one bad entered the saloon and they 
placed a ropo around the 
entrance 


and would permit no one to go inside 
until an attempt had been made to 
trace the thieves with bloodhounds 
which the sheriff 
hoped to obtain 


from Defiance. They had not arrived 
late this afternoon. 


The Stricken Wife's Story. 


Mrs. Croy, although 
bowed with 


grief herself was forced 
to devote 


most of her time to attempts to con- 
sole two heartbroken daughters who 
were so shocked and grieved at the 
sudden death nf their father that a 
physician was called to attend them. 
They are ten and fourteen years of 
age and the older of the two -was 
away on a visit to her grandfather 
and did not know her father had been 
killed until her 
arrival home this 


morning.

Orchard supplied 
the information to the best of his rec- 
ollection, admitting that a large per- 
centage of his wages went over the 
gambling tahle. He seldom remained 
more than from one to three months 
In any mining camp. 


Up to the time he went to Colorado 


in 1902 Orchard said he had never 
heard of Hay wood, 1'ettlboue, Mover 
or Simpkius. 


Orchard said he did not hear of Gov- 


ernor Steunenbers's action 
In sup- 


pressing the C'oeur D'Alene troubles 
until some time after he left the state 
of Idaho. 


Went on His Own Initiative. 


The witness said it was his own in- 


itiative which took him to Colorado 
and said that no one connected with 
the Western Federation of Miners had 
urged his going. At that time, July 
or August, 1902. there was no trouble 
in Cripple Creek. Arriving in Colora- 
do he went to work in the Trachite 
mine and renewed his membership in 
the Western Federation of 
Miners, 


joining a local headed by W. F. Davis, 
who had been in charge of the party 
which blew up the Bunker Hill and 
Sullivan mill. 


Attorney Richardson asked the wit- 


ness repeatedly about his gambling 
experiences, laying much stress on 
this feature of his cross-examination.

This was the climax of his avowal. 


Before 
he reached 
it Orchard de- 


scribed attempts which he had made 
to murder in cold blood former Gov- 
ernor Peabody, Gen, Sherman Bell, 
lustice Gahbert, of the Colorado su- 
preme court: Judge Goddard, of Den- 
ver-'David Moffatt. president of the 
First National bank. Denver, and his 
own former pal, Johnnie Neville. All 
these attempted murders, ho swore, 
were ordered .ind paid for by Moyer. 
Haywood ami Pettibone. 


But in the fierce cross fire of At- 


torney 
Richardson's 
examination 


Orchard, in addition ?o his string of 
eighteen murders and ns many at- 
tempted murders, confessed himself 
suilty of a batch 
of tawdry social 


crimes. 
He confessed that in Can- 


ada he had burned a "cheese factory 
after stealing all the cheese: that he 
had pitchforked his brother in a quar- 
rel: that, rift had deserted his young 
wife and child, running away with 
another man's wife and had commit- 
ted bicatny hy marrying a third wife 


brought his narrative down to 1905. 
When court reconvened in the after- 
noon -the witness went on to tell of 
another attempt in June of that year 
on the life of Judge Goddard. 


This was made a few days after the 


failure to "get" Judge Gahbert. The 
bomb for Judge Goddard was planted 
in a grass plot near the gate leading 
into the front yard of. his residence. 
The connection with the bomb broke 
in some manner without exploding it. 
Orchard said he examined the place 
and found the grass dead where the 
bomb was planted, this being due to 
the escaping sulphuric acid fumes. 


"After this," Orchard said, "Moyer 


told me he thought we ought to get 
rid of Johnny Neville, who knew too 
much about the Independence depot 
affair and was demanding money." 


Orders Steunenberg's Death. 


Then for the first time the witness 


came down to the Steunenberg case. 


"Haywood 
suggested." 
he 
said, 


"that we ought to get ex-Governor 
Steunenberg. He thought that if we 
got him after letting him go for seven 
or eight years and then went back to 
Paterson." N. J., and wrote letters to 
Judge Gabbert.. Judge Goddard, Pea- 
body, Bell, and others, telling them 


1905. I staid in Caldwell two or three 
days. I found out where Steunenberg 
lived and learned that he was not at 
home. I came on to Boise to try to lo- 
cate him here. I was told he was liv- 
ing at the Idaho hotel. The Portland 
exposition was going on at the time 
and I decided to go there for a few 
days. 


"Then I went to Seattle to look at 


a ranch. Pettibone had told me to do 
this. He thought it might be a good 
thing to have a ranch where he could 
hide out whenever it became neces- 
sary. From Seattle I went to Spo- 
kane and then to Wardner to see Jack 
Simpkins. I told him what my object 
was." 


Orchard remained in the mining' 


district for a month. Simpkins finally 
decided to return to Caldwell with 
Orchard to help in the assassination 
of 
Governor 
Steunenberg. 
From 


Wardner, Orchard and Simpkins flrst 
went to Wallace, Idaho, where Or- 
chard decided to get rid of the Pea- 
body bomb. 
Simpkins had said it 


was a dangerous thing to have around 
and he thought it had better be 
thrown away. 
Orchard said he gave 


the bomb to a friend named Cunning- 
ham 1.o dispose of it in the river. 


Trailing Steunenberg in Caldwell. 
Proceeding from Wallace to Spo- 


kane, Orchard said he and Simpkins 
bought ten pounds of powder there to 


main and finish the job alone. This 
was some time in November, 1905. 


"Simpkins all this time was a mem- 


ber of the executive board 
of 
the 


Western Federation of Miners. 
After 


ho went away I tried to catch Gov. 
Stounenberg down town some night 
so I could slip out and plant the bomb 
for him near iiis home. He was out 
of the city a largo part of the time. 
Once I came to Boise, but could not 
find him here. I returned to Caldwell 
and stopped at the 
Saratoga hotel, 


carrying the bomb In my grip. 


"I finally located Gov. Steunenberg 


Christmas night, 1905, and, taking the 
sawed off pump shotgun Pettihono had 
given me, I went out to his house. I 
heard tho governor coming and tried 
to get the two parts of the gun to- 
gether, hut had not succeeded before 
he passed into the house. I then went 
down town again. 


How He Slew the Governor. 


"The next time 1 saw the governor 


he was sitting in the Saratoga hotel. 
I went up to my room and got the 
bomb and hurried out to the Stennen- 
berg house and planted the bomb by 
the gate. I then started back to the 
hotel, and when about two blocks 
away I met SUunenberg on his way 
home. I ran as fast as 1 could toward 
the hotel, but had not reached it when

they were not forgotten, either, and 
would have good effect. Mover said 
it would be better than killing them;

men to Caldwell to do the Steunen- 
berg job. Among them were Min- 
ister, 
Art Bascom. McCarthy and 


Steve Adams. Minister -was a miner 
—a member of the union. I didn't 
know McCarthy. Pettibone and Hay- 
wood told me that Steve Adams and 
Jack Simpkins were in Idaho to get 
rid of some claim jumpers. 
They 


were then going after Steunenherg. 


Defense Fails to Stem Flood. 


"I went to California after this con- 


versation. When I got hack I talked 
with Adams. Haywood and Petlibone. 
Adams said that the money Haywood 
and Pettibone had sent him to Idaho 
had miscarried and he never got it. 
For this reason he had cot gone to 
Caldwell. Adams said he had got rid 
of the claim jumpers all right." 


Attorney Richardson objected to all 


the testimony as to Tvhat Adams haj 
said. 
The objection ^was overruled 


on the ground that Orchard had told 
Pettibone all that Adams had said. 


Continuing after the luncheon re* 


make a new bomb with which they 
reached Caldwell. 
Simpkins bought 


a pair of field glasses. On the way to 
Spokane Orchard said his trunk was 
lost and Simpkins took him to see a 
firm of lawyers about, suing the rail- 
road company. The firm was Robin- 
son, Miller & Roscnthal, Mr. Miller i 
now being a member of counsel for 
Haywood. Arriving nt Caldwell for a 
second time, Orchard said he regis- 
tered himself as Hogan and Simpkins 
as Simmons. 


"We tried to locate Gov. Steunen- 


berg at once." said Orchard, "but could 
not. 
We went out to his residence 


several limes and then finally saw 
him in the Saratoga hotel on Sunday 
evening. 
In the meantime we had 


fixed up the bomb, so Simpkins and I 
took the bomb out at once and set it 
under the sidewalk with" 
a 
string 


stretched across the walk so when he 
struck It. it would upset a bottle of 
sulphuric acid. 


"We went back to the hotel to wait, 


but heard nothing. After two or three 
hours we went out and got the bomb. 
We found some one liad broken the 
string, hut had not upset the bottls. 
We hid the bomb in nomo weeds. The 
bomb -was made in a wooden box just 
Ijig enough to hold ten pounds of pow- 
der. 
Simpkins Quits; Orchard Hunts Alone, 


"Next day Slrapklns concluded he 


had better not stay around any longer 
for he had seen several persons who 


the explosion occurred. 


"I went to my room to do up some 


acid and giant caps and things in a 
package. As I was doing so a giant 
cap in my pocket exploded and tore 
one side of my coat out. I was afraid 
everybody in the hotel had heard tho 
explosion. I waited a while, but there 
was no indication that any one heard 
what had occurred in my room. I 
went downstairs and remained at the 
hotel until Monday, when I was ar- 
rested." 
. 


The witness spoke more slowly and 


perhaps with just a tinge of feeling in 
his voice as he told of placing the 
bomb which t'.estroyed Gov. Steunen- 
berg. During his recital he could look 
directly across the room at the young 
son of the dead man, who sat with 
gaze constantly fixed upon his father's 
self-confessed assassin. 


Orchard had finisher! his story at 


2:35, 
and Mr. Hawley, 
after a dra- 


matic pause, proceeded to bring out 
the details of events of Orchard's ar- 
rest. Orchard said after his arrest he 
received a letter from Pettibone. It 
was unsigned. The state is believed 
to have the original letter in its pos- 
session. 


Tells of Other Assassins. 


Taking the witness back to the ex- 


Bradley, 
former manager of 
the 


Bunker Hill and Sullivan mines in the 
Coeur D'Alenes, said last night that 
Orchard's statement quite fits in with 
his experience. 


"The attempt to poison me with 


strychnine in the milk," he said, "was 
mainly frustrated hy my habit of early 
rising, my custom being to breakfast 
before any one else in tho house. On 
this morning I found a bitter taste in 
the milk, spat it out and had the rest 
put out of the way. Several innocent 
lives were thus saved. This milk had 
only been delivered a row minutes be- 
fore my tasting it." 


Bradley, continuing, related 
that 


tho explosion which wrecked his home 
and injured himself was caused by an 
escape of gas in the front hall, which 
was ignited by a match struck to light 
his cigar. 


"Possibly there were two explosions 


—the first was the infernal machine 
and then an explosion of gas caused 
by the dynamite. The gas may have 
been the lifting force which threw m 
into the street." 


The owner of the flat sued the gas 


company and was awarded $10,000, the 
explosion being attributed to a defect- 
ive meter. The gas company took an 
appeal, which is now pending in the 
supreme court.

Counsel of Trusted Advisers. 


Washington,

7.—President 


Koosevelt will be beset by conflicting 
arguments on the part 
of his most 


trusted advisers when he has them in 
conference tonight to assist him in 
determining whet course 
shall be 


taken with reference to several cases 
concerning alleged violations of tho 
law to prevent combinations in re- 
straint of trade. 


The most important of these cases 


involves railroads controlled hy E. H. 
Harriman. The interstate commerce 
commission has reported that Harri- 
man and his railroad concerns have 
not violated any interstate commerce 
law, and it is for lawyers of the cabi- 
net to say whether the Sherman anti- 
trust law has been broken. 


President Roosevelt is non-commit- 


tal on the subject, preferring to await 
the views of his advisers before deliv- 
ering judgment. The president is rep- 
resented as inclined to the position of 
those who hold that it, would be a 
great mistake to undertake to bring 
Mr. Harriman to book unless the case 
against him is so strong that convic- 
tion would be reasonably certain.

AGREEMENT IS RATIFIED.
